| WHE HOUSE COMMITTEE ARRIVES. 


i Members Seeking Information as to 


the Local Situation. 


CHAIRMAN CANDLER’S BRIGHT PREDICTION. | 


There is more trouble ahead for the Colum- 
bian Exposit, on directory. Commissioners 
are arriving now and every Commissioner 
seems to be more or less warm in the vicinity 
of the collar. They will not speak for pub- 


‘ jication, but in private they express them- 


selves forcibly on several subjects. They 
think they have been treated with gross dis- 
courtesy in the matter of appointments, and 
they are not satisfied with the Lake-Front 
apportionment, 

Nor is Director-General Davis quite happy 
over the treatment he has received. He has 
already entered a protest against the appoint- 
ment of Daniel H. Burnham as Chief of Con- 
struction— not because of the appointee, but 
because of the method of his appointment. 

„Mr. Davis was the local board’s candidate 
for the position, said a Commissioner yester 
day; yet I happen to know that he has never 
been recognized by it officially since his ap- 
pointment. He made a fight on the appoiut- 
ment of Jaycox as Traffic Manager, and the 


board rescinded its action and made it a rec- 


mendation instead of an appointment. 
now it makes the same mistake again. 
Director-General Davis does not like it and 


neither does the commission. The commis-. 


sion is as ous of any usurpation of his 
powers as he can be himself. Mr. Burnham is 
not the head of one of the regularly organized 
bureaus, but his work will be under the Di- 
rector-General and he really belongs to his 
Staff. 


Commissioners in Bad Humor. 

„The general policy has been all along to 
have all heads of departments appointed with 
the concurrence of both National and local 
bodies. When the two Executive Committees 
had their joint session this was practically 
agreed upon, but the Commissioners I have 
geen so far do not seem to think that the di- 
rectors have quite lived upto it. In conse- 
quence they are not in the best of humor. 

Moreover, nmety days ago the commis- 
sion gave notice that it expected to exercise 


n general supervisory control over the exhibi- 


tion, but, despite that, some members of thé 
board seem to have been actuated by a desire 
to go ahead regardless of the commission. 
That won't do. The commission will assert 
its powers and insist on all the rights given it 
by the act of Congress. 

J am inelined to think, in view of what 
has taken place, that the next session of the 
commission will be an exciting one, but I am 


i also of the opinion that it will result in getting 


matters so straightened out that everything 
will move like clock-work from that time on. 
I think it will mark the settlement of the last 
serious dispute. Thedecisionon the appor- 
tionment ought to end iocal controversy, and 
once that is ended there is nothing to prevent 


rapid progress. 


The apportionment is undoubtedly the thing | 


, that is going to make the most trouble at the 


meeting, and, judging from the expressions of 
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Commissioners who have arrived, the Lake- 
Front enthusiasts have gone a bit too far. Too 
much has been put on the Lake-Front to suit 
the Com missioners, and there is little question 
but that the present plans will be greatly mod- 
ified. 

The Lake-Front property-owners are not as 
much in favor of the seven buildings as was 
supposed. Mr. Leland said that they were 
still opposed to any buildings, permanent or 
temporary, on the land west of the present 
Illinois Central right of way, between Jackson 
street dnd Park row. The number of build- 
ings put up did not worry them in the least, 
provided all permanent buildings were north 
of Jackson street and alltemporary ones east 
of the Illinois Central right of way. 

“But,” as one of the directors put it, 
“ where is there room for the seven buildings 
if none of them are put on the land now made 
between Jackson street and Park row?“ 

The question has not yet been satisfactorily 
answered. The property-owners will prob- 
ably meet today, but they will only take up 
the formulation of a proposition to the Illi- 
nois Central for the removal of its tracks 
farther east. 


Women Oppose a Separate Exhibit. 


The women are not all in favor of a sepa- 


rate exhibit. That was evident yesterday 
when about forty assembled at the Palmer 
House on the call of the Queen Isabella Asso- 
ciation. Only one of them—Mrs. Huling— 
favored it, and she had left when the follow- 
ing resolution was passed unanimously: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of. this meeting 
that a separate exhibit of women’s work in the 
World’s Columbian Exposition is not contem- 

by the act of Congress and would not be a 
just recognition of women’s progress in the in- 
dusttial world. 

Dr. Frances Dickinson offered a separate 
exhibit because she thought that women who 
were prominent in any line of work would 
prefer, to be judged by the general standard. 
She did not think that Harriet Hosmer, the 
sculptress, would consent to have her work 
put inawoman’s building, She would de- 
sire it to be judged on its merits. Moreover, 
Dr. Dickinson held that a separate exhibit 
couldin no way show the results accom- 

in part by women. 

Mrs. Waite thought the act of Congress 
made it impossible to establish a separate 
building, but she thought that exhibits should 
have alabelstating the proportion of work done 
by women. Women should be given credit 
for what they did, but an article should not 
be exhibited simply because it was made by a 
woman. 

Mrs. Huling was of the opinion that wom- 
en’s work would be lost sight of in the geu- 
eral classification, and in consequence she 
believed that it should be placed where women

Flower on Salaries. 

Roswell P. Flower said that the committee 
was here for the purpose of interviewing 
rather than of being interviewed. It was more 
or less in ignorance as to the status of affairs 
and would have to familiarize itself with them 
before it could take any action. 

We ars not here to antagonize Chi- 
cago in any way,“ he said, and I 
what the committee will do. Nor have I at- 
tempted to do so, although I was reported in 
that way. I do not know what the salary list 
of the commission is, and consequently I can 


in no way criticise it. 


I have been informed that it reaches $200,- 
000 a year. That I should consider exorbitant, 
but my information was unofficial, and since 
then I have been told that it is not more than 
$50,000 or $60,000. That makes a considerable 
difference, of Gourse. But whatever it may 
be I have not criticised it, ag I lacked informa- 
tion. 

I do think, though, that too long a salary 
list will jeopardize the chances of another ap- 
propriation, ifone be needed later. That is 
the principal matter to be taken into con- 
sideration. If the commission be too 
lavish and too anxious to spend 
the money it already has it will be less likely 
to get more in the future. But, as I say, I do 
not yet know what the commission has done, 
consequently can neither praise nor blame it. 
Salaries may be too large or may not, I can- 
not say. There may be too many or there 
may not; I do not know, and have not at- 
tempted to say.”’

It was 1 o'clock this 
afternoon when he woke up. He

The pris- 
oner spent a long time at his window gazing 
upon the limited horizon and the cold, blue 
Canadian sky overhead, drinking in the sights 
of nature which he could discern through the 
small barred window almost for the last time. 
He sat thus until disturbed by the entrance of 
one of the guards, who asked him some ques- 
tions about the clothing he desired to wear to- 
morrow. 

It was a busy day about the jail. The Sher- 
iff’s officers were astir earlyin the morning 
completing the preparations for the execution 
and superintending the erection of the scaf- 
fold. This work was completed in the after- 
noon. 

Arrival of the Hangman. 

The hangman is J. R. R. Radclive, who dur- 
ing the summer had been steward of the boat 
club in Toronto. He arrived on the morning 
train with the rope and other ghastly ac- 
coutrements of his profession. When he got 
off the train he jumped into a cab and was 
immediately driven to the jail. When: he 
reached the jail he rang a bell and Turnkey 
Forbes answered the summons. 

Are you the man?“ queried Forbes with a 
forced smile. Radclive nodded in the affirm- 
ative. The huge iron gate swung on ite 
hinges and he was admitted. Once inside he 
asked the guard where Birchall was, and was 
pointed to the door leading into the upper 
corridor. | 

want to take a peep at him,” he said, 
and stealthily and noiselessly he crept up the 
winding stairway to the corridor. Birchall 
was pacing up and down the corridor, but 
some strange fascination impelled the 
prisoner to turn and see the face 
of his executioner at the door. They

He placed the long black 
rope he had with him in position, and ordered 
some changes to be made in the scaffold. His 
reason for taking a look at Birchall was to 
size him up, judge of his weight and build,

Canada. 


How Birchall Will Be Dressed. 


Birchall has always been very neat and care- 
ful in his dress, and if anything inclined to be 
a dandy, and he seems inclined to carry out 
his penchant for style to the last. Yesterday 
he gave his friends a long list of articles 
of dress required by him for 
the day of the execution, and they 
were purchased. He particularly wanted a 
fine flannel shirt with a turn-down collar for 
the final scene, and this could not be obtained 
here, so a message was sent to London for one. 
He will also wear asilk four-in-hand tie. These 
articles were handed in to him this afternoon. 
After the execution the flannel shirt will be 
discarded for a white linen one. When 
Birchali saw the shirt he laughingly 
held it up and said it would be worth some- 
thing after he had worn it, and that it would 
be a good idea to auction it off. 

This afternoon the murderer walked to the 
window and saw workmen carrying portions 
of the scaffold into the jail-yard. 

„That's a very crade-looking affair,“ he re- 
marked, and then picking up his ready pencil 
he proceeded to compare his weight with the 
weight of the iron that was to cause his death 
by dropping. “Iwas always good at math- 
ematical problems,” he continued, and I am 
endeavoring to find out if it is sufficient to 
cause dislocation. How far did you say the 
weight will drop?” 

The guard stared in amazement at the 
doomed man, wondering if his apparent in- 
difference was real or feigned. The prisoner 
pleasantly repeated his question, and, upon re- 
ceiving an answer, went on working out the 
problem. ‘i 

Looking at the “ Professor.” 

The prisoner later walked to the cell window 
and after gazing down into the yard a moment 
suddenly turned to the guard. : 

„Say, old fellow, come here. Is that the 
professor?” 

„What professor?” inquired the puzzled 
guard, walking to the window. 

“Why, hangman, of course. He is a 
strange-looking ‘bemg, to be sure. One would 
think he was a tian from out West or a Mex- 
ican. I hope he has plenty of nerve and won’t 
make a bungle of the job.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Wade, accompanied by the 
Bishop, arrived at the jail at 3 o’clock, and 
were at once taken to the condemned man’s 
ceil, where they remained three-quarters of an 
hour. Five minutes after the clergymen left 
he busied himself in writing his autograph on 
photographs, which will be sent to friends, 
while humming over notes of popular operas. 
While engaged in this work there was handed 
to him this cablegram :

THREATENED TO LYNCH THE POLICEMEN 


Leavenworth (Kas.) People Exasperated by 
the Destruction of Wine for a Banquet. 

Lzavanworts, Kas., Nov. 18,—[Special.]— 
What at one time promised to be a well-devel- 
oped riot occurred this afternoon when four 
police * officers raided the National Hotel 
and carried away with them all the wine and 
glassware that were to be used at the banquet 
to be given this evening by the Bandana Club 
in honor of Allen G. Thurman. The news 
quickly spread, and a number followed the 
patrol-wagon to the city jail, where a protest 
was made against the destruction of the wine 
on the grounds that it was not the property of 
the hotel company and that it had been pur- 
chased by the club and was to be furnished 
gratuitously to those who attended the ban- 
quet. . 

The protest was without @vail, however, and 
the thirty gallons of wine were emptied into 
the sewer. This was fol ‘by warrants be- 
ing sworn out charging the policemen with 
larceny, and the Sheriff and a number of 
his deputies served them,. While the police 
were being taken before a Justice a crowd of 
at least 500 assembled become so uproar- 
ious that it was thought f to remove the 
policemen to the county jail, which was done, 
a large crowd following and yelling *‘ Hang 
them!” “Shoot them!” and using other 
abusive language. They were released 
about an hour afterwatd by giving 
$1,500 bail each. The members of the 
Bandana Club, nothing ted, secured an- 
other supply of wine.

Secretary Welch Fails to Get from Them

Pairapetrui, Pa., Nov. 13.— The Red Star 
steamer Belgenland, having on board Maj.

These gentle- 
men were present for the purpose of taking the 
statement of the Indians regarding the alleged 
ill-treatment they had received in Europe. 
Mr. Welch presented himself to Maj. Burke 
and said he desired totake the statement of 
the Indians without Maj. Burke or any one 
connected with the show being present, al- 
though he was willing for the reporters to be 
present. Maj. Burke declined to accede te 
this proposition, basing his refusal to do so on 
the ground that Mr. Welch had no authority 
to make the examination. The Indians looked 
well and bore no exterior evidence of ill-treat- 
ment. At the conclusion of the interview be- 
tween Maj. Burke and Mr. Welch the former 
said he would take the Indians to Washington, 
and he was perfectly willing for Mr. Welch to 
make his investigation there. 


SHOOTING AFFRAY AT LITTLE ROCK, ARK. 


One Man Is Fatally Wounded and His As- 
sailants Are Badly Hurt. 

Larrtxz Rook, Ark., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
Tonight Joseph G. Arata, travelmg for the 
Standard Jewelry company of St. Louis, was 
shot by William Burns, cook at the Little 
Rock City Prison. For several days Burns 
has been looking for Arata. He found him 
tonight in the Hotel Richelieu, and, without 
uttering a word, drewa revolver and fired, 
The ball struck Arata in the back and he sank 
to the floor. Suddenly he sprang to his feet 
and drew a pistol, when Burns rushed out on 
the sidewalk and fired again, but without ef. 
ect, Arata, covered with blood, stag- 
gered to the door and fired two shots 
one of which struck Burns in the breast and 
the other wounded the 14-year-old son of 
Burns, who was with his father. The shoot- 
ing was the result of a difficulty about Jess 
Burns, the pretty. daughter of the man who 
shot him pow’ — in 1 —— shot.

the proceedings. Knots of students gathered 
down-town, and the streets were lined with 
earnest crowds discussing the all-absorbing 
topic. That acrowd of armed men should 
march through the streets, beating 
drums and shooting volleys of blank cartridges 
so soon after the exciting events of Tuesday 
night was universally censured. Mayor Man- 
ly said the young man who commanded the 
squad of militia last night came to him and 
asked to be allowed to have the squad fire an 
honorary salute for their comrade who had 
just beea married. The Mayor dented the re- 
quest, knowing that if granted it would result 
in exciting the students again. 

At 11 o’clock this morning Coroner Clark im- 
paneled a jury for the purpose of investigating 
the matter thoroughly. The inquest continued 
through the afternoon andthe court-room 
was crowded with a thousand or more stu- 
dents. The inquest is being conducted in a 
thorough manner. 

There are two sides to the case, the mulitia- 
men claiming they were struck by clubs and 
stones before they retaliated, while the stu- 
dents claim the ‘militia charged first. It is 
certain that stones were thrown at some time 
during the fracas, as S. F. Granger, who was 
in command of the squad, now lies at his 
home with his skull fractured and about even 
chances for his recovery. 


Stary of Dennisan’s Ramme 


At the inquest Ford Belford of Toledo, who 
is a student in the medical department and 
was a roommate of Dennison’s, gave his ver- 
sion of the affair. With Dennison he left 
their room and went to Division street when 
the firing began, expecting that there were 
open hostilities between the citizens and 
students. Arriving there they followed in the 
rear of the crowd a couple of blocks. 
There they found the militia drawn 
up in lime. They stopped and 
stood there when the charge was made. One 
man struck at Belford. The latter saw another 
man strike at Dennison and saw Dennison 
fall. Belford rushed and caught him and with 
assistance helped him to the hospital, remain- 
ing with him until his death. 

Another witness swore he heard the com- 
mander order: Knock hell out of them, 
boys, as the charge was made. All the wit- 
nesses swore they did not at any time see any 
stones thrown or other used by 
the students. About all of the evidence was 
to the same effect—even that of one of the 
members of Company A—although the latter 
said some of the members claimed they were 
hit. 

Three Arrests, 

The prosecution of the case will be vigorous. 
Already three arrests have been made. S. F. 
Granger, who commanded the militia, was 
arrested in his bed, and was in such condition 
that he could not be moved. The other two 
prisoners are Ellsworth Thomas and Fred 
Root. Tonight warrants were issued for all 
those who were in the military ranks last 
night, and they may be placed under arrest 
before morning. 


SUSPECTED ABDUCTION AT CONCORD.

Con- 
cord, the literary Mecca of ‘New England, is 
greatly stirred over the mysterious disappear- 
ance of Mamie Tarleton, the handsome daugh- 
ter of J. H. Tarleton, proprietor of the Thovea 
House. The circumstances are such as to 
lead the people there to believe that the girl 
has been abducted. She visited a relative in 
the place Tuesday evening and on her return 
home went at once to her room, Her parents 
within fifteen minutes after sought her, but 
found the room empty, and no clew to her 
whereabouts has since been discovered.

The Powder Men the Victims of a Gigantic 


Conspiracy. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 13. —[ Special. ]— 
A conspiracy is being waged against the Du- 
ponts, who have the great powder-mills near 
this city. A month ago an explosion occurred 
that wrecked the powder-mills, killed twenty 
people, injured many more, and since thas 
time incendiaries have set fire to the barns on 
the Dupont farms and tried to blow up the 
works.

Tun New Jersey electors are growling at 
the increased expenditure necessitated by the 
new Ballot Reform law. Computation shows 
that it has cost the State from six to seven 
times as much as any preceding election. In 
Camden County the pay-roll of election offi- 
cers for 1889 aggregated $1,085, which was 
considered exorbitant, but this year the cost 
to the county will be $15,000. In Jersey City 
the expenses amounted to $31,800, or $17,000 
more than the Aldermen appropriated for 
that purpose. In spite of this great increase 
in the cost of elections the people are satisfied 
with the system itself, particularly in the op- 
portunity it offers to vote without outside in- 


terference, but it would seem as if this result 


might be accomplished without such a lavish 
outlay of money. The expenses in New York 
have not yet been figured, but they will be 
heavy in that State also, and there is not even 
the compensation of affecting the corrupt 
vote of Tammany by ballot reform. 


Taz Republican majority in Iowa on the 
vote for Secretary of State is 3,800. The Dem- 
ocratic majority on the Congressional vote is 
8,022. The Republican “Congressmen ran 
11,822 votes behind the Secretary of State. 
They voted for the McKinley bill and he did 
not, although he was badly hurt by the reflex 
result of their mistake. 

The total Republican vote for Congressmen 
was 25,926 less than in 1888. The total Demo- 
cratic vote was 9,738 greater than in 1888. The 
vote fell off 12 per cent, and of 
4 per cent appears to hate gone over to 
ths Democrats.

THE LOCAL FAIR DIRECTORS MAKE A 
MISTAKE. 


Soon after the Legislature met in special 
session last summer to consider proposed 
World's Fair legislation the Chicago Direct- 
ors found themselves in an exceedingly tight 
place. On one side were the farmers and 
manufacturers, who had fears that most all of 
the Fair would be placed on the Lake-Front 
and that the livestock and farmers’ ma- 
chinery and implements would be 
shoved off by themselves at Jackson Park. 
They threatened that if satisfactory assur- 
ances were not made them they would pre- 
vent the passage of the $5,000,000 bonds con- 
stitutional amendment. The Directors knew 
this threat was not an idle one and could 
easily be executed. 

On the other hand, a big delegation of dis- 
gruntled West-Siders under the leadership of 
Crafts was at Springfield saying that if about 
all the Fair were not placed on the Lake-Front 
the West Side members would defeat the sub- 
mission of the constitutional amendment, It 
was not so certain that they could have done 
80, but the Directors had reason to fear they 
might try. A few determined filibusters 
might have consumed the few days which were 
available for the passage of the amendment, 
and thus defeat it in the absence of a Tom 
Reed in the Speaker’s chair. 

So, in order to pacify both parties, the Direct- 
ors were constrained to submit an answer toa 
resolution of inquiry passed by the House 
asking where the exhibits were to be located. 
In this reply a long subdivided list of Jackson 
Park attractions was followed by one of ex- 
hibits which it was intended to place on the 
Lake-Front, the latter being the art building, 
the decorative art buildmg, the Government 
exhibits, an electrical plant, and some Turkish, 
Indian, and Egyptian villages. This scheme 
was finally accepted, and the constitutional 
amendment. was submitted to the people. 

Some of the Directors are asserting now that 
this answer to the House resolution is a con- 
tract which cannot be broken,” and that 
those who are not prepared to insist on placing 
on the Lake-Front all it mentioned and more 
are neither faithful“ nor loyal.“ Out of 
this grows the serious rupture in the directory. 

Those Directors who are not prepared to pro- 
ceed in defiance of and independent of the Na- 
tional Commission to determine what build- 
ings shall be erected, and where they shall be 
placed and what they shall contain, deny that 
the House resolution is a contract binding on 
the National Commission. They call atten- 
tion to one of its statements, which is, The 
action of the Directors is and will be under the 
supervision of the National Board.“ They 
thought so then, they think so now, and they 
are not ready to throw the National Commis- 
sion overboard to please the ultra-reckless 
members of the directory ; for the result might 
be that the commission would disown them, 
adjourn sine die, and there would be no Fair. 

The United States statute gives clearly to 
‘the National Commission the right to revise 
the proceedings of the local board. Both 
parties have admitted that such was the law. 
It would not be wise, therefore, for the ma- 
jority of the Directors to lose sight of the fact 
that this is to be a National Fair in Chicago, 
and go ahead on the false assumption that it is 
to be a Chicago Fair on the Lake-Front. The 
National Commission, which has never shown 


any love for the Lake-Front as a place for the 


National Fair, might sit down on the whole 
thing. 

By a vote of 19to 16 (two negative votes 
coming in too late to be recorded) the follow- 
ing resolutions were forced through, and were 
promptly followed by the resignation of the 
presiding officer, Mr. Lyman J. Gage, for 
strong reasons which he gave: 

Resolved, That it is not expedient at this time 
or hereafter to change the arrangements in any 
respect; and be it further 

Resolved, That the officers and Directors of this 
company ha the matter in charge shall faith- 
fully and ley conform thereto, and shall lo- 
cate the buildings for the Fair as thereby pro- 
vided. 

In the distribution of exhibits this self-suffi- 
cient majority of three told the United States 
Commissioners that, without consulting them, 
they would put the Government buildings and 
Federal exhibits on the Lake-Front! 

The second sober thought finally prevailed 
in the board, and a special committee, with 
the President at its head, was appointed to 
wait on the United States Commissioners and 
tell them what buildings and exhibits a ma-

Thirty-four out of the forty Fall River, 
Mass., cotton mills report a total sum of 
$1,387,000 paid to stockholders as aividends 
for the last year, being just about 7 per cent 
on the capital invested. Of course, as the re- 
sult of superior business management. some 
of the mills paid 10 per cent or more and 
others only 4 or 5. Such variations are to be 
expected. But, taken as a whole, the cotton-

THE ENGLISH WHEAT CROP THIS YEAR. 

The eminent agricultural authority Lawes 
has issued his report on the British wheat crop 
of the. present year. The area harvested is 
pretty closely ascertained to have been 2,479,- 
544 acres, or 61,176 less than for last year, ag- 
gregating about 80,000,000 of bushels, but the 
average yield per acre for the whole of Britain 
is subject to some leeway of uncertainty, 
being not less than thirty-one and not more 
than thirty-two bushels per acre.” That dif- 
ference.of one bushel per acre amounts to 
nearly 2,500,000 bushels, or over 3 per cent, as 
the margin for possible error. Its breadth is 
an interesting fact, especially for comparison 
with the precision of results which some 
people fancy is attained in the crop es- 
timates of this country. The  statis- 
tician there does not depend entirely 
upon an average of reports of condition, 
though those might be expected to give a bet- 
ter uniformity of result than is possible in the 
United States, owing to our wide diversities 
of soil and climate. He has an experimental 
farm divided off into areas on which are prac- 
ticed each year several different styles of culti- 
vation, from the roughest to the most careful 
and painstaking, When harvested he com- 
pares the crop yield from each of these plots 
with their production in former seasons, and 
uses this knowledge in connection with the 
information gathered from other sources. 
The result still may be called only a guess, 
but it is an intelligent one, the best obtaina- 
ble, and the process by which it is arrived at 
will compare favorably with that deduced 
here by methods which Mr. Dodge refuses to 
explain but are believed to be of the rough 
and ready order. Yet we find the crop esti- 
mates for the United States worked out to the 
nearest 1,000 bushels, and in two of three 
cases to a much greater nicety than that, in 
spite of the difficulty of obtaining precise in- 
formation from all parts of the vast area, the 
conditions for part of which have been guessed 
at from the exterior. 

It may be asked why this difference? Are 
our crop statistics compiled with more judg- 
ment or less real ability than those of En- 
gland? Is it a case of commendable caution 
there or of comparative ignorance here in re- 
gard to the precision of the results attainable 
from the aggregation of a lot of guesses? Is 
Lawes too timid or Dodge too rash? or is 
there a middle ground between the two which 
each might seek with profit to occupy? 
Whether it be possible that each could learn a 
lesson from the other, or that either of the two 
distinguished authorities is totally in the wrong, 
there should be no harm in calling attention 
to the discrepancy, seeing that it is a matter 
of great practical importance, not alone to 
the mere speculator, but to the men who are 
engaged in the useful work of moving the 
cereal crops from the producer to the con- 
sumer, and trying to make a legitimate profit 
out of the operation. If the wheat yield in 
the United Kingdom cannot be certainly 
known to within about 3 per cent the possible 
error in thiscountry may notsafely be taken as 
less than 5 in the case of wheat and not much 
less than 10 per cent in corn. Calling it only 
5 for both the possible error for the corn crop 
of last year would amount to 100,000,000 
bushels and on wheat to 25,000,000, which, at 
the usual allowance per capita, is equal to the 
annual food requirements of twice as many 
people as are supposed to have been omitted 
from the census count by Mr. Porter and his 
army of assistants. 

The experimental farming undertaken by 
Sir J. Lawes has brought out some facts that 
should greatly interest many persons in this 
couatry. His unmanured plots gave a little 
less than twenty bushels per acre, while he 
has obtained as high as fifty by the use of 
farm-yard manure, and the latter has given an 
average of thirty-four bushels to the acre for 
a long series of years. His experience with 
the Chilian fertilizers has been exceedingly 
variable, but leads to the deduction that their 
quality is so extremely stimulating that an in- 
cautious use may 80 force the crop beyond its 
natural strength as to render it 2 
stand the effects of adverse weather. The use 
of the natural manure produoed on the farm 
increases the wheat yield fully 70 per cent. 
This is a gain so large that it may well incite 
farmers in some parts of the United States to 
reform their methods in this particular, 
though all may not be avle to do 80. It is, 
however, probabie that many years in the 
future, when the population of the United 
States has grown to some hundreds of mill- 
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the use of manure for the raising of field 
crops, as is now the rule for garden produce. 
The American plan of continually taking away 
from the soil while adding nothing to it can- 
not last forever. 


THE SOUTH POLAR ICE CAP. 

A scientific address recently delivered in 
Australia contained the statement that the 
ice cap around the south pole of the earth has 
been calculated to be not less than three miles 
thick, and that its depth may be as much as 
twelve miles. It is also thought, the material 
of this ice mountain being viscous, its base 
must spread out under the crushing pressure 
of the weight at the pole itself, and that the 
extrusive movement thus set up is sufficient 
to thrust the ice cliffs off the land at the rate 
of a quarter of a mile per year. The scientific 
people of the Southern Hemisphere may be 
presumed to know more on this subject 
than their brethren in the relatively far 
North, and if their theory is founded 
in fact it may lead to an understanding 
of the powibility of a shift of water 
from one side of the equator to the other in 
sufficient quantity to hring about an extensive 
change in the distribution of land and water 
surface of the globe we inhabit. Supposing 
there to be no such cap at the north pole at 
present (many leaning to the idea that an 
open ocean surrounds the Arctic pole), the 


earth’s center of gravity so much as to cause 
an extensive flow of water to the other hemi- 
sphere. The result must be a partial sub- 
mergence of large areas that are now above 
water on this side of the line and an uncover- 
mg of others far south that are now hidden 


in accordance with the theory of Adhemar, as 
given in the work of James Croll, that such a 
shiftimg of the waters of the ocean trom one 
hemisphere to the other occurs at intervals of 
about 11,000 years. The principal difficulty 
in the way of accepting this lies in the fact 
that the southern half of the earth already re- 


ceives more heat per year than its opposite

ELECTION EXPENSES IN NEW YORE. 
Under the new ballot law in New York can- 
didates are required to make an itemized 
statement of their campaign expenses under 


-oath and file them with the County Clerks. 


The returns are coming in rapidly, and throw 
some curious sidelights upon the methods of 
conducting campaigns. In New York City 
Tammany was one of the heaviest creditors in 
the line of assessments. For instance, John 
B. McKean paid Tammany $2,000 as his con- 
tribution for a Justice’s office; Joseph E. 
Newburger $4,000 for a City Judgeship, and 
Edward J. Dunphy $1,000 for getting to Con- 
gress. Aldermen and Assemblymen paid 
from $100 to $500 to Tammany for their of- 
fices. Thus it will be seen the Big Four will 
have a very profitable dividend out of election 
day’s work. 

Mayor Grant has not yet made a return of 
his expenses in securing reélection. Scott, 
the citizens’ and combination candidate, spent 
only $27, which shows that he was wise—much 
wiser, in fact, than Mr. W. Jennings Dem- 
orest, the Prohibition candidate, who threw 
away $3,577 and didn’t come within 3,577 miles 
of election. Of this sum $2,686 was for adver- 
tising in eight daily papers, the remainder be- 
ing for circulars, hall rent, printing, and ele- 
vated railroad advertising. Most of the Pro- 
hibition candidates got off cheaply, as their 
average expenses were not over $3, not a cent 
of which went for drinks or “ refreshments 
for friends,’’ as the Democratic candidates call 
them, the most of whom expended at least $100 
for wet inducements to voters. Some of the 
items appear extortionate, For instance, Peter 
J. Dooling, who was elected Alderman, 
paid $30 for one day's use of a wagon carry- 
ing his sign, while John Kerrigan, Assembly- 
man, paid $27 “for painting a muslin sign an- 
nounemg my candidacy.” If John has told 
the truth he should have had a silk em- 
broidered sign, hand-painted by Corot or 
Verestchagin, for that amount. D. W. La 
Mon, a Prohibition Aldermanic candidate, was 
the most foolish of all. He paid $1.50 for 
fifteen short-term subscribers to the Voice and 
$2 to the fund for carrying Nebraska, which 
has gone over 40,000 anti-prohibition. Samuel 
Rinaldo, Campbell's opponent for Congress in 
the Eighth District, spent $407, and patheti- 
cally explains the purpose “‘to help elect meif 
possible.“ It was not possible. James 
Loncheim, candidate for the Assem bly, spent 
only $28, but he put the money where it 
would do the most good—$10 to the fair for 
the Church of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, $5 


for ball tickets at J. J. Carney’s hop, and the 


remainder for refreshments.“ Dominick F. 
Mullaney, apparently a member of the ruling 
race, out of $125 devoted $101 to refresh- 
ments for his frinds.“ In the districts 
outside of New Tork City the expenses of 
candidates were mostly legitimate, and in- 
clude printing, advertising, pasters, postage, 
and livery bills. G. W. Ray, candidate for 
Congress in the Twenty-sixth District, spent 
$1,360, in which sum are included items of 
$10.50 for cigars and $71.75 for hotel bill for 


delegates to the nominating convention. 


These items have evidently worried him, as 
he explains them in the following postscript: 

I paid the hotel bill, as it is and has been cus- 
tomary in such cases, and purely as an act of 
courtesy, but it may besaid to have tended to 
aid my election. However, I had no such pur- 
pose. The several sums paid by me to the said 
treasurers of the respective County Committees 
were paid at the suggestion of said committees; 
that I contribute tothe campaign fund for the 
lawful and legitimate expenses of the campaign, 
and in each case I directed and was assured in 
writing that my contributions should only be 
used for purposes strictly within the provisions 
of the Corrupt Practices act.. I did not purchase 
the cigars for the purpose of promoting my elec- 
tion, but as an act of social good nature, tender- 
ing the cigars to cultivate a snirit of friendliness 
and harmony. I probably should not have pur- 
chased them had I not been a candidate, but 
they were not purchased with theintent or 
purpose to influence any person’s vote or political 
action. I also subscribed for one Democratic and 
several Republican newspapers in my district for 
the purpose of keeping myseif informed of affairs 
in my own district, so that, as the representative 
ofthe people,I might understand their wishes 


and needs and also obtain the sentiment of the 


press on public questions. 

Miss Alice I. Kinsley, the successful Demo- 
cratic candidate for School Commissioner in 
Clinton County, was a rustler.“ She spent 
$21, almost every cent of which was for rail- 
road fare and livery, and she got there.“ 
One item in the statement of John D. Hough, 
the successful Democratic candidate for Su- 
perintendent of the Poor at Lowville, is 
mysterious.

Light is needed on the use of eel- 
skins in carrying elections. As a whole the 
statements are remarkable for their innocent 
appearance. Not a candidate in New York 
did anything out of the way! Not a voter 
was bribed or paid for his vote! Everything 
was proper, correct, and virtuous! If we can 
believe the statements of the candidates, it 
was an ideal election!

The total vote for these three Congressmen

Loxpow, Nov. 14.—The Times publishes the 
full text of Assad Farran’s affidavit. It is 
written in bad English in Assad’s handwrit- 
ing.

the committee did not desire him to reveal 


anything. He proceeds to describe 
how Barttelot, after Stanley left Yam- 
buya, finding food scarce, employed 
armed Soudanese to attack  neigh- 
boring villages, but found them deserted.

A Boy of 9 Years—The Professor Experi- 
ments on Himself. 

Brriin, Noy. 13.— The Tageblatt’s medical 
correspondent at Frankfort describes the case 
of a boy of 9 years treated by Koch’s method 
for lupus on the right side of the face, which 
he had had since he was a year old. An in- 
jection of the iymph was made into the sub- 
cutaneous tissues of the upper part 
of the back.

The Equatorial forest traversed by Stanley re- 


sembles that Darkest England of which I have to 
speak, alike in its vast extent—both stretch, in 
Stanley's phrase, as far as from Plymouth to 
Peterhead,” its monotonous darkness, its malaria, 
and its gloom, its dwarfish de-humanized in- 
habitants, the slavery to which they are subject- 
ed, their privations and their misery. That which 
sickens the stoutest heart and causes many of our 
bravest and best to fold their hands in despair, is 
the apparent impossibility of doing more than 
merely to peck atthe outside of the endless tan- 
glo of monotonous undergrowth; to let light into 
it, to make a road clear through it that shail not 
be immediately choked up by the ooze of the 


morass. 

The lot of a negress in the equatorial forest is 
not perhaps a very happy one, but is it so.very 
much worse than that of many a pretty orphan 
girl in our Christian Capital? Wetalk about the 
brutalities of the dark ages and we profess to 
shudder as we readin books of the shameful ex- 
action of the rights of feudal superior. And yet 
here, beneath our very eyes, in our theaters, in our 
restaurants, and in many other places, unspeak- 
able though it be but to name it, the same hideous 
abuse flourishes unchecked. A young penniless 
girl, if she be pretty, is often hunted from 
pillar to post by her employers, con- 
fronted always by the alternative—starve or sin. 
And when once the poor girl has consented to buy 
the right to earn her living by the sacrifice of her 
virtue then she is treated as a slave and an out- 
cast by the very men who have ruined her. Her 
word becomes unbelievable, her life an ignominy, 
and she is swept downward, ever downward, into 
the bottomless perdition of prostitution. But 
there, even in the lowest depths, excommunicated 
by humanity and outcast from God, she is far 
nearer the pitying heart of the one true Savior 
than all the men who forced her down, aye, and 
than all the Pharisees and Scribes who stand 
silently by while these fiendish wrongs are per- 
petrated before their eyes. 

The blood boils with impotent rage at the sight 
of these enormities, callously inflicted and silent- 
ly borne by these miserable victims. Nor is it 
only women who are the victims, although their 
fate isthe most tragic. Those firms which re- 
duce sweating to a fine art, who sys 
tematically and deliberately defraud the work- 
man of his pay, who grind the faces of 
the poor. and who rob the widow and the 
orphan; ‘aiid who, for a pretense, make great pro- 
fessions of public spirit and philanthropy, these 
rr to Parliament to make 

ws for the people. The old prophets sent 
them to  Hell—but we have changed all 
that. They send their victims to Hell and are 
rewarded by all that wealth can do to 
make their lives comfortable. Read the House of

any African slave system, making due allowance 

for the superior civilization and therefore sensi- 
tiveness of the victims, reveals more misery. 
A Gloomy Picture of English Life. 

Darkest England, like Darkest Africa, reeks 
With malaria. The foul and fetid breath of our 
slums is almost as poisonous as that of the African 
Swamp. Fever is almost as chronic there as on 
the Equator. Every year thousands of children 
are killed off by what are called the defects of our 
sanitary sytem. They are in reality starved and 
poisoned, and all that can be said is that in many 
cases it is better for them that they were taken 
away from the trouble to come. 

Just as in Darkest Africa it is only a part of the 
evil and misery that comes from the superior race 


who invade the forest to enslave and massacre its 


misergble inhabitants, so with us, much of the 
misery of those whose lot we are considering 
àrises from their own habits. Drunkenness and 


The Homeless Ones. 
Darkest England may be described as consisting 
roadly of three circles, one within the other. The 
outer and widest circle is inhabited by the starv- 
ing and the homeless but honest r. The sec- 
ond by those who live by vice; and the third and 
innermost region at the center is peopled by those 
who exist by crime. The whole of the three cir- 
cles is sodden with drink. Darkest En- 
has er | more public houses 
han the Forest the Aruwimi has rivers, 
of which Mr. Stanley sometimes had to 
cross three in half-an-hour. The borders of this 
great lost land are not sharply defined. They are 
continually —— or contracting. Whenever 
there is a period depression in trade, they 
stretch; when ꝓr rity returns, they contract. 
So far as individuals are concerned, there are 
none among the hundreds of thousands who live 
upon the outskirts of the dark forest who can 
truly say that they or their children are

But there 
is a depth below that of the dweller in the slums. 
It is that of the dweller in the streets, who has not 
even a Jair in the slums which he can call his own. 
The houseless out-of-work is in one pect at 
least like him of whom it was said: Foxes have 
holes, and birds of the air have nests, but the Son 
of Man hath not where to lay his h 

The existence of these unfortunates was some- 
what rudely forced upon the attention of society 
in 1887, when Trafalgar Square became the camp- 
ing-ground of the homeless outcasts of London. 
Out-shelters have done something, but not enough 
to provide for the outcasts, who this night and 
every night are walking about the streets, not 
knowing where they can find a spot on which to 
rest their weary frames. 


Slept Under the Sky.

ing of all help in this world or in that which is to 
come. Our organization of industry certainly 
leaves much to be desired. A problem which even 
slave-owners have solved ought not to be aban- 

ed as insoluble by the Christian civilization of 
the nineteenth century. 

I have already given a few life stories taken 
down from the lips of those who were found 
homeless on the bankment which - suggest 
somewhat of the hardships and the misery of the 
fruitless search for work. But what a volume of 
dull, squalid horror—a horror of great darkness 
grad obscuring all the — of day from the 

e of the sufferer—might written from the 
simple experiences of the ragged fellows whom 
you meet every dayin the street. These men, 
whose labor is their only capital, are allowed, 
nay, compelled, to waste day after day, by the 
want of any means of employment, and then 
when they have seen d —— roll by 
ing which their capital has been wasted by pounds 
and pounds, they are lectured for not saving the 
pence. When a rich man cannot employ his capi- 
tal he puts it out at interest, but the bank for the 
labor capital of the 8 man has yet to be in- 
vented. Let it might be worth while inventing 
one. A man’s labor is not only his capital, but 
his life. When it passes it returns never more. To 
utilize it, to prevent its wasteful squandering, to 
enable the poor man to bank it up for use here- 
after, this surely is one of the most urgent tasks 
before civilization. 

For years the press has been filled with echoes 
of the Bitter Cry of Outcast London,” with 
nt tee of “ Horrible Glasgow,“ and the like. 

e have had several volumes describing “ How 
the Poor Live,“ and I may therefore assume that 
all my readers are more or less cognizant of the 
main outlines of Darkest England.“ My slum 
officers are living in the midst of it; their re- 
ports are before me, and one day I — —＋ 
some more detailed account of the actual facts of 
the social condition of the sunken millions. But 
not now. All that must be taken as read. I only 
glance at the subject in order to bring into clear 
relief the salient points of our new enterprise. 

Ihave spoken of the houseless poor. Each of 
these represents a point in the scale of human 
suffering below that of those who have still con- 
trived to keep a shelter over their heads. A 
home is a home, be it ever so low; and the desper- 
ate tenacity with which the poor will cling to the 
last wretched semblance of one is very touching. 
There are vile dens, fever haunted, and stenchful 
crowded couPts, where the return of summer is 
dreaded bec it means the unloosing 
of myriads of vermin which render 
night unbearable, which, nevertheless, are 
regarded at this moment as havens of rest by their 
hard-work occupants. They can scarcely be 
said to be furnished. A chair, a mattress, and a 
few miserable sticks.constitute all the furniture 
of the single room in which . they have to sleep. 
and bréed, and die; but they to it asa 
drowning man toa ‘submerged raft. Every 
week they contrive inching and scheming to 
raise the rent, for with them it is pay or go: 
and — 1 struggle to meet the collector as 
the sailor nerves himself to avoid be- 
ing sucked under by the foaming wave. 
If at any time work fails or sickness comes they 
poe Saws Ou into the ranks of the 
homeless. It bad ra le man to 
have to confront the struggle for life 
in the streets and casual wards. But how much 
more terrible must it be for a married man, 
with his wife and children, to be without a lair 
into which he can creep at night. He 2 keep his 
footing if there be such athing as Uhristian 
compassion, a helping hand to be held out 
to save him from the vortex that sucks him down- 
ward-—aye, downward to the hopeless under-strata 
of crime and despair.

VIOLATED THE INTER-STATE LAW. 


The Offenders to Be Indicted by the United 
States Grand Jury. 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission seems 
determined to make rate manipulations on the 
part of railroads and shippers odious. Some 
months ago the discovery was made that the rate 
on coke from Pittsburg to Chicago had been so 
manipulated as to give the Union Rolling Mill in 
this city an advantage of 40 cents per ton 
over other consumers of coke. The Pan-Handle 
brought the coke to Chicago and the Alton re- 
ceived it from that company to take it tothe Joliet 
Iron and Steel company. The latter ordered the 
consignments tothe Union Rolling Mills. The 
Ss rate from Pittsburiz to Chicago and Joliet 
is $2.75 per ton. From Chicago to Joliet the rate 
is 40 cents. Sy this manipulation the rate to the 
Union Rolling Mills was reduced to $2.35 per ton.
